Bed Cross will seek to enter Armenia 
to relieve the enormous distress there 
for two reasons; the sultan has for- 
bidden it, and, quite justly, our gov- 
ernment will offer Clara Barton and 
her band no assistance. 
Supposing 


the Red Cross should carry their good 
Samaritan work into th* districts 
where these massacres are reported; 
the results would be that the reports 
would give full detail of the ati'ouities 
committed by the Turks on the de- 
fenseless Armenians. It is these re- 
ports that the bultan fears, and it is to 
evade broadcasting them that he de- 
nies admission to the lied ('rots." 


The country, he sayfc, is now in the

The answer of our govern 
montwasthatif England attempted to 
acquire any Venezuelan territory it 
would interfere with force under the 
principles announced in the Monroe 
doctrine. How then could England now 
ask that the matter may be submitted 
to arbitration. The United States is 
now waiting for England to make up its 
mind whether it wants to fight to retain 
stolen property or accept the terms of 
fered by -'Uncle Sam." 


Mr. Balfour also says that England 


has no quarrel with the old Monroeism, 
but if congress sets up a new doctrine 
•which will render the United States ab- 
solute arbitrator of the affairs of thin 
continent, of which one-third belongs to 
Great Britain, then there 
will be 


trouble, for England will not yield 
j lore then is the condition as stated by 
Mr. balfour. 
England will not arbi- 


trate under the old Monroeism, whicn 
ho says England does nut object to, and 
if congress announces a stronger doc- 
trine then a conflict between England 
and the United States will be inevita 
l>!e, as England owns one-third of North 
America. 
In that case the United 


States will have to fight England in any 
cvrt-ut, and it might as wtll tight for the 
whole apple as for the core. England 
during the 40s, through the weakness

By a Resolution Offered in the Sen«t« 


—It is Unwise and Dangerous and 


ViolatesourTime-Honored Prin- 


ciple of Noninterference. 


SEXATB. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—A resolution 


offered by Mr. Sewoll (rep., N. J.) ana 
which now lieb on the table, condemns, 
the course of the president in the 
Venezuelan boundary dispute and de- 
fines the limits of the Monroe doctrine. 
It declares that the Monroe doctrine 
was originally meant to prevent Euro- 
pean powers from acquiring the then 
revolting Spanish colonies when their 
acquisition would by reason of propin- 
quity be dangerous to the safety of this 
government; ana that we have never 
given any pledge that binds us to 
act merely for the protection from in- 
vasion of these countries unless our in- 
tegrity is menaced. It then states 
that the president has pressed the doc- 
trine beyond what was originally con- 
templated, and that the result would 
be to commit this government to a 
protectorate over Mexico and the Cen- 
tral and South American states; that 
this course of the president was unwise 
and dangerous, violating our time- 
honored policy of avoiding entangling1 
alliances with foreign powers; and 
that such action, in view of the busi- 
ness and financial condition of this 
country, was premature. It further 
declares that neither congress nor the 
country is committed by this action of 
the president in the Venezuelan csjp- 
troversy, as to the course to be pursued 
when tin- time shall have arrived for a 
final determination. 


A resolution, offered by Mr. Culloin,

TELEGRAPHIC NOTES. 


WITH SAW LOUIS i CLOSE SECOND. 


Practically a Fight Between the Hard 


Money Forces and the Free Silver 


Men—July 7th Selected as the 


Date of Convention. 


WA8HIXGTOX. Jan. 17.—The demo- 


cratic national convention will beheld 
at Cliicagi on July 7. Such was the 
decision reached on the twenty-ninth 
ballot by the national committee yes- 
terday, after a hpirited contest, in 
which Chicago won b3~ a bare majori- 
ty, with St. Louis, only two votes be- 
hind. 


It was practically a fight between 


the free silver forces on one hand and 
the hard money men on the other. 
This statement cannot be taken as lit- 
erally correct, for several silver men 
finally voted for Chicago, while several 
other votes were cast for *5t. Louis by 
hard money men. 


As a matter of fact, the vote which 


Chicago received was as Mr. Smalley. 
of Vermont, expressed it, -'a natural 
one." inasmuch ah it was cast by the 
states lyin£ within the group known 
as the middle west and the east. St. 
Louis'vote might also be called equally 
natur ,1, since it came mainly from the 
southwest and tho west. 


Tlie free silver men, who were bit- 


terly hostile to Xew York, made St. 
Louis 
then- 
rallying 
point, 
and 


throughout the entire 29 ballots they 
were loyal to the citv of their choice 
The splendid showing made by St 
Louis surprised the best-posted poli- 
ticians at the Arlington hotel, as it 
was belli ved Wednesday night and 
yesterday morning that she could not 
rally to exceed 15 or 18 votes; that she 
would then drop out of the race, and 
that the fitfht would narrow- down to 
Chicago and Cincinnati. That she did 
btay in the race, and in the concluding 
ballots bteadil.v increased her strength, 
shows how admirably her forces were 
disciplined. 


New York's poor showing did not 


surprise any one who was familiar 
with the situation. It was not that 
the 
NJJF York campaign was not 


cleverly managed, for her delegation 
neglected no argument that could se- 
cure her the support of the committee. 
It was obvious Wednesday afternoon 
that she could not win, but her repic- 
sentatives pluekily continued the fight 
ill the face of certain defeat.

The Moit Complete Ontflc Kver Captured 


Taken by the Jersey Cltj Police. 


NKW YOBK, Jan. 17.—The most com- 


plete green-goods outfit ever discov- 
ered was captured Wednesday night. 
The outfit, Which comprises 20(1.000 cir- 
culars, 50,000 addressed envelopes, 84,- 
000 names of possible victims, 70 state 
and 70 Hradstreet directories, together 
with 15 books furnishing the key to 
the system of operations, formerly the 
property of the McXally gang, which 
until » year ago operated in Jersey 
City. 


The outfit figured in a raid by the

INTERESTING DAMAGE SUIT. 


WanU Fifty Thoaiand Dollar* for F»Ue 


Imprisonment In Mexico. 


CHICAGO. Jan. 17.—In the county 


court was called late' yesterday after- 
noon a case which is exciting unusual 
interest among the lawyers of this 
city. It is the suit of Herbert Gehr 
against the Mexican4 Central railroad 
for 850,000 damages and not only in- 
volves the application of the laws of 
the state of Illinois and of the t'nited 
States, but also the old "civil"' law of 
Mexico as adopted from the Romans 
and modified by the Spaniards. 


What is good Mexican law, so far as 


it may apply to this case, will be es- 
tablished by the expert testimony of 
Senor Don J. Carlos Mexia, who was 
admitted to the practice of law in the 
City of Mexico in 1859; has held various 
positions of honor on the Mexican 
bench, and has, several tinifs served 
his country in diplomatic capacities. 


Herbert (rehr, the complainant, who 


asks the Mexican Central railroad to 
pay him $50,000 damages for casting 
him into prison without due process of 
law, was employed iu 18!)0 in the pay- 
master's office of the Mexican Central 
railroad in the City of Mexico 
On re- 


porting-for duty one morning lie was 
locked in the room in which ho worked 
and held there until the chief of police 
came and took him intocustody. This 
action was explained bv the ^ railroad 
officials on the ground that a package 
of 98,00)1 in currency had disappeared 
from the paymaster's, safe. 


Mr. Gehr was held in prison for 


about two months, when tlie prompt 
and decisive action of James G. lilame, 
then secretary of state, compelled the 
Mexican government, to give his case 
a preliminary hearing. 
No evidence 


against him was produced, and he was 
discharged 
He was entirely absolved 


from any connection with the alleged 
embezzelment and robbery and the 
present suit is to obtain damages for 
false arrest and imprisonment.

other shot tore off part of Ml. Bowlbj 'a 
head and still another put out the eye of 
a Mr, Lymau who was pmsent. Bowlby 
and Lyroan recovered. 


Wallace was sentenced to be banged, 


but the trial fixed the tiu-e within 
twenty.-seven instead of twenty-live days 
before the next term of court, and on 
this error the case was brought to the 
supreme court.' The court ordered that 
the judgment be reversed and remanded 
to the Tazewoll circuit court, with leave 
to the prosecuting attorney on behalf of 
the people to move the court for judg- 
ment on the verdict, and with directions 
to the court to allow such motion and 
resentence the defendant.
